LENGTHY DISCUSSION 



Good Papers from Webster 
and Pierce 



The animal open meeting of the 
Economics Club was held in the Un 
ion lust night. The speakers were G. 
M. Wcbtter and S. D. Pierce The 
meeting was followed by an interest- 
ing discussion in which several of the 
audience took par:. 

Sir Arthur Carrie in introducing the 
subject stated that he did not claim 
to be an authority on economic qucs 
tions hut nevertheless made . tome 
very interesting remarks on the sub 
ject of unemployment. lie stated 
that as economics consists largely of 
common .•.ease, he expected to hear 
common sense in the following dc 
bate. 

It is right that the university should 
lead in such matters of vital interest 
to the community. He stated that he 
was looking forward with the great 
est interest to the eiuuing discussion 
After alluding briefly to the history 
of the club Sir Arthur introduced the 
first speaker, Gordon Webster. 

Webster, in introducing the subject 
spoke of the unemployment wave 
which has passed over the whole 
world. There are two main causes 
of unemployment. Labor turnover 
cyclical trade depressions. 

Webster gave a sketch of tmcm 
ployinent as it is in Montreal today 
in which he asserted that about 80.000 
people were affected by unemploy 
incut. He then went on to give an 
idea of the situation- in other parts of 
the world. During the war there was 
a period of unparalleled prosperity 
which has lately been followed by the 
present wave of depression. This 
was the case in nearly all coantrics, 
hut those hardest -«hit by unemploy- 
ment w.trc Great Britain and the 
United States. 

Unemployment is being combattcd 
by. varioui' means, such- as public 
works improvements, finding of work 
for ex-service men, short-time work 
and unemployment insurance. 

Germany at present is well situated. 
There are only about 1110,000 men un- 
employed. This was due to the fact 
that unemployment was turned into 
productive channels. There has.', due 
to the low value of the mark, been 
a great boom in manufacturing and 
Germany has been able to undersell 
all other nations. Passing next to 
Canada, Webster stated that unem- 
ployment here is very serious. There 
are many men out of work in every

He dem- 
onstrated by the use of a large-iizc 
model •cube with what rapidity sym 
metric division reduces a cube to a! 
most infinitesmal magnitude, and by 
the means of comparative scale dia 
grams he showed with what extreme

minute bodies the scientist is con 
cemcd in approaching this branch of 
research. 

Some astounding figures were pre 
cnted by the lecturer in respect to 
the vast length to which the areas of 
the surfaces of the atoms in the mole 
eule would stretch if spread in 
single lute. So gnat arc the hum 
her of atoms in a comparatively small 
space, said the lecturer, that there arc 
two thousand times <thc number of 
atoms in a glass of water than there 
are glasses, of water upon the earth. 

The main topic of Dr. Aston's ad 
dress was a description of the phe- 
nomena of isotopes, and of the. recent 
researches which have been conduct- 
ed at Cambridge and elsewhere, upon 
this interesting- and theoretically im- 
portant branch of physical chemistry. 
Isotopes are substances of identical 
properties but of different atomic 
weights. These substances which 
seemed to threaten the very founda- 
tions of chemistry, were first investi- 
gated by Soddy and J. J. Thompson 
in the early years of the last decade. 

The atomic weights of substances 
of similar properties were measured 
by comparing the actual particles 
themselves. This was made possible 
by the recent advances in the field of 
radio-activity and the discharge oi 
currents through gases. The atomic 
weights of the gases are proportional 
to the amount of deflection of the 
Cathode rays in an electric or mag- 
netic field. 

In this connection Dr.As.ton gave 
an outline of his own researches in 
connection with the rare inert gas

MEETING IN UNION 

(Continued from Page 1.) 
city. Canada haï a good employment 
service but it is useless at the present 
time. Webster put forward sugges- 
tions for the present conditions. 
There is. 1 a necessity at present for 
palliatives but public works of neces- 
sity should "be undertaken. Unem- 
ployment insurance is necessary for 
Canada. Form a mutual insurance so- 
ciety^ have the workman, the employ- 
er and the state contribute. It must 
not be such as to encourage loafing 
but enough to prevent starvation of 
the worker. Also now is the time to 
reform the employment service. 

The nc,\t speaker, Pierce, stated 
that he would discus. 1 .' the causes of 
unemployment. The first cause is 
trade depression and cyclical move- 
ment of industry. He traced the 
course this cycle takes and then re- 
ferred to the classical theorists such 
as Adam Smith. Mill. Ricardo, etc., 
and their theories of maladjustment of 
production. The speaker said he. be- 
lieved that unemployment is caused 
by over-production and that labor 
does not receive a sufficient propor- 
tion of what it produces ami that the 
present system of distribution is at 
fault. He stressed tin- point that 
labor docs not receive sufficient re- 
muneration, and has nut risen in so- 
ciety as it should have in recent times. 
Then consuming power has not kept 
pace with producing power. Although 
money wages increased during the 
war, real wages as expressed in coqi- 
modities, actually fell. During this 
time real profits certainly rose. There 
is a limit beyond which amassed 
profits and savings- should not rise'. 
We must increase the consuming 
power of the poorer classes. Labor 
must be organized ' so that it may 
claim its share in industry — equality of 
bargaining power must be obtained. 
It now rests with capital to treat 
labor fairly— the number- of labor are

be reflected in the treatment of capi- 
tal at the hands of labor when the 
latter gain -the supremacy. Follow- 
ing Pierce's address. Sir Arthur Cur- 
rie threw the meeting open for dis- 
cussion. The first speaker spoke at 
some length on the peculiar condi- 
tions' caused by the recent war. He 
alluded to the present condition of so- 
ciety and concluded by saying that it 
must be changed if it is to continue. 

The second speaker disagreed with 
Webster's reasons for unemployment. 
He s'poke along the same lines as the 
first speaker and tended to be hostile 
to the capitalistic system. 

The next speaker was Mr. Hugh 
Griffith, one of lhe«-foundcrs of the 
Economics Club. He congratulated 
the speakers and the club on the 
s.plcndid mcetmg. His view was that 
if the extremes of the cycles of de- 
pression could be eliminated, we would 
be on the way to check unemploy- 
ment. 

O'Hagan spoke next and referred 
to immigration in relation to unem- 
ployment and this particularly on the 
Pacific Coast. Peterson then s.aid a 
few words and referred to waste and 
bad management in industry. Seve- 
ral others addressed tihe meeting, 
which proved very interesting as 
showing the various points.' of view- 
ing.
